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A limited  number  of  color  and  some  black  and  white  16  mm  films,  plus  a few 
1/2"  and  3/4”  color  video  cape  cassettes,  film  strips,  and  slides  sliows  are 
maintained  by  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  in  Helena.  Seven 
department  regional  headquarters  also  have  libraries  of  films.  These  are 
located  in  Kalispell,  Missoula.  Bozeman.  Great  Falls,  Billings,  Glasgow,  and 
Miles  City. 


SCHEDULING 


Most  of  Che  films  are  loaned  for  a one-day  showing  period  only.  This  is  due 
Co  the  tremendous  demand  for  them.  The  department  desires  to  reach  as  many 
different  locations  and  audiences  as  possible. 

CARE 


Handle  films  carefully.  Most  damage  to  films  is  caused  by  carelessness. 
Damaged  films  usually  cannot  be  replaced  and  must  be  taken  out  of  circulation, 
thus  depriving  ocher  users.  Be  certain  the  projectionist  is  competent  and  Che 


projector  is  in  good  working  order.
